to Holstein Breeders from the 


Annual Report Bureau of Dairy Industry 


By O. E. REED, Chief 


Advances in nutritional knowledge 
and the awareness that many people 
are suffering from dietary deficienc- 
jes have aroused new and widespread 
interest in milk and milk products. 
This interest is both an opportunity 
and a challenge to the dairy indus- 
ry. 
aie opportunity lies in the fact 
that more people will want more 
milk and milk products in the post- 
war years than ever before; the 
challenge to the dairy industry will 
be to improve the quality of these 
products and the efficiency with 
which they are produced, processed, 
and distributed, in order to supply 
the most dairy food to the most 
people at the lowest possible cost. 

Fundamental research has played 
an important role in dairy progress 
to date, and it will continue to be an 
important factor in the future. Dur- 
ing the war years, when Government 
requirements called for an increased 
production of milk and a diversion of 
large quantities to the production of 
concentrated milks, cheese, and non- 
fat milk solids, the Bureau of Dairy 
Industry was able to provide much 
helpful information because of its 
prewar research program. When 
lend-lease and other overseas outlets 
no longer afford a market for huge 
quantities of dairy products, and the 
dairy industry must depend largely 
on the domestic market, fundamental 
research will be needed to bring 
continued improvement in the pal- 
atability, safety, and quality of dairy 
products and in the efficiency of pro- 
duction and distribution. 


The average dairy farmer will 
need better cows in order to reduce 
his cost of milk production. Re- 
search has already shown that the 
efficiency of the average farm herd 
could be improved markedly through 
the use of the right kind of progeny- 
tested herd sires, or the sons of such 
sires. Further research on _ the 
artificial insemination of cattle will 
undoubtedly bring improvements in 
this method of making the best use 
of superior sires. 

The average dairy farmer will 
also need to feed his herd better, 
not alone to produce more milk per 
unit of feed but also to produce

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more nutritious milk and to maintain 
the health and reproductivity of his 
animals. Already considerabl useful 
information is at hand concerning the 
importance of harvesting and storing 
pasture and hay crops to preserve 
their nutritional values and improve 
the vitamin A value of milk and but- 
ter. In fundamental studies of the 
physiological functions of milk pro- 
duction and reproduction, the Bu- 
reau scientists are seeking the 
causes and possible remedies for var- 
ious forms of sterility and irregular 
breeding. Painstaking research to 
determine the relationship between 
the cow’s diet and the secretion of 
hormones that control her various 
functions is gradually building up 
a better understanding of these re- 
lationships. 

In the dairy-products field, one of 
the important postwar problems will 
be how to use greater amounts of 
skim milk and whey for human food. 
Greater use of the nonfat solids in 
these byproducts as human food 
would improve the average diet con- 
siderably, and at the same time it 
would be of economic importance to 
the dairy industry. Research is 
needed on various phases of the prob- 
lem, but the Bureau’s work has al- 
ready shown that considerable quan- 
tities of dried skim milk can be used 
to advantage in bakery -products of 


various kinds, and in soups, ice 
cream, and confectionery products. 
Milk sugar, formerly made almost 
entirely from casein whey, is now 
being made from cheese whey by 
processes based on the Bureau’s re- 
search. 


Research now under way 
indicates that cheese whey may 
eventually be used in making sec- 


ondary forms of cheese. 

The successful use of dried ice- 
cream mixes on board ship and for 
shipment to military outposts indi- 
cates new possibilities for the ice- 
cream industry, especially the pro- 
duction of dried mixes for sale 
through stores in small packages for 
home suse. Further research is 
needed on some phases of this prob- 
lem, particularly on the composition 
of desirable mixes and suitable pack- 
ages for maintaining keeping qual- 
ity. 

Savings of sugar in the manufac- 
ture of ordinary ice cream are also 
possible as a result of research by 
the Bureau early in the war. Up to 
20 percent of the sugar normally 
used in ice cream can be omitted by 
reducing the water content of the 
mix and using milk solids in place of 
the sugar. Recent reports indicate 
there is much interest in the process 
at this time and that the information 
is helpful in maintaining ice-cream 
output in spite of the severe limita- 
tions on sugar. 

The nature of some of the re- 
search work conducted by the Bu- 
reau of Dairy Industry during the 
fiscal year ending June 30, 1945, is 
indicated by the brief reports of 
progress in the following pages.

Breeding experiments with proved 
sires at Beltsville, Md., and at sev-.

Westfall Diary 1940-1945 


The Story of the Westfall Herd 


By C. G. MORTIMER 


August 10, 1940. Took title to our 
387 acre farm on the Clove Road in 
Montague Township, Sussex County, 
New Jersey. Since it has been in the 
Westfall family since 1774, when it 
was bought from the Earl of Perth, 
we will call it ‘“‘Westfall.” It is now 
and will be a dairy farm but what 
breed and what sort of cows is open 


for decision. A tenant has a lease 
until May 1, 1941. We have less 
than nine months to decide what 
breed, how big a foundation herd 
to start with and similar big prob- 
lems. We can start our study of the 
subject with an open mind, as we 
own only one house cow—good old

1940. A profitable 
States Exposition. 
Talked to the secretaries of all five 
major dairy breed associations— 
Guernsey, Jersey, Holstein, Brown 
Swiss and Ayrshire. Learned that 
all five breeds average close to the 
same amount of butterfat produc- 
tion. It is how high or low they test 
and how efficiently they turn feed 
into milk that decides ultimate dairy 


profits. And there is a big spread 
in the cost of a sound foundation 
herd. Only two things are decided: 
One, they will be purebred. As 
Harvey says, “It costs no more to 
feed a good one than a grade.”’ Also 


purebreds won’t cost much more if 
we are lucky and we may be able to 
supplement our milk income with 
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small sales of breeding stock, when 
we get our herd established. Sec- 
ond, it seems wise to start with bred 
heifers and try to establish a certi- 
fied and accredited herd from the 
very beginning. 

December 6, 1940. We have been 
fortunate in getting some mighty 
sound advice from unbiased experts. 
Men like Earl Cooper, Otto Schaefer 
and Jack Bartlett are rare in this 
world and it is a privilege to sit at 
their feet and be guided by their 
vast experience and judgment of 
dairy cattle. Our choice is down to 
two breeds—Holsteins and Jerseys 

maybe both. Sussex County is the 
biggest milk producing county’ per 
acre of size in the U.S.A. Our farm 
is in a fluid milk and not a premium 
milk market. ltlolsteins predominate 
in an overwhelming majority and it 
seems wise to raise the kind of cows 
in local demand. But the creamery 
insists on 3.6% milk or better, so 
maybe we'd better plan on a few Jer-

first Holstein to freshen 
test in 305 days. 
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Buying Milk on a Hundred Weight Basis 


By WILSON WOODBURN, Director, Bureau of Milk 
Control, California Department of Agriculture 


I have been requested by your Sec- 
retary, Mr. A. J. Quist, to discuss 
with you a method of pricing milk 
which will give consideration to the 
values of solids-not-fat, as well as 
milkfat contained in whole milk. It 
is a controversial subject, and before 
beginning the discussion upon it, I 
have a release which was sent to me 
by T. G. Stitts, Chief of the Dairy 
Section of the U. S. Department of 
Agriculture, which may prove of in- 
terest to you. It was released several 
days ago, but apparently it has not 
reached California publications as 
those dairymen I have talked to re- 
cently had no knowledge of its con- 
tent. It presents the Federal Gov- 
ernment’s future pricing policy as it 
pertains to dairy production: 

“The Stabilization Administrator 
announced that the general level of 
returns to milk producers would be 
maintained during 1946 at the 1945 
level as a step to encourage attain- 
ment of 1946 production goals estab- 
lished by the Department of Agri- 
culture. 


“The Stabilization Administrator 
declared that producers’ returns 
would be maintained either by sub- 
sidy payment or by increases in price 
ceilings should subsidy be elim- 
inated. However, it is the policy of 
the Administration, he pointed out, 
to avoid price increases where pos- 
sible by making termination of sub- 
sidies subject to general stabilization 
of the cost of living. That policy was 
enunciated by the President on Jan. 
21, when he asked the Congress to 
extend authority to pay subsidies 
after June 30, if they are still nec- 
essary for this purpose. 

“If it should become necessary to 
terminate or reduce dairy production 
payments as compared with 1945 
rates, such action would be accom- 
panied by upward adjustments in the 
ceiling prices of fluid milk and dairy 
products. These adjustments would 
approximately offset the amount of 
the dairy payments which may be 
withdrawn so as to maintain the 
general level of rates to producers. 

“The dairy production payments, 
which are made directly to producers 
and have been in effect at an annual 
rate of about $500 million, will be 
continued through March 31, 1946. 
Announcement regarding continua- 
tion of the payments during the 
April-June period will be made 
promptly, in line with the over-all 
policy on subsidies. 

“Milk production goals for 1946 
are about the same as they were 
for 1945. Production costs are ex- 
pected to be as high, or higher. The 
Department of Agriculture feels that 
a farm income from dairy produc- 
tion comparable with that received 
**Address presented February 16 at the 
annual meeting of the California Hol- 
stein-Friesian Association. 
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by producers in 1945 will be essential 
to assure adequate 1946 production, 
and it is recognized that dairymen 
need to know what the Government’s 
price policy will be if and when dairy 
production payments are terminated 
or reduced. The announcement to- 
day is intended to encourage dairy- 
men to maintain their herd capacity, 
and thereby make it possible to meet 
the 1946 goals. 

“For the calendar year 1945, sub- 
sidies on dairy products amounted 
to more than 16 per cent of the total 
cash income from milk and butter- 
fat. Dairy production payments 
alone made up nearly 14 per cent of 
the cash income. The 5 cent rollback 
subsidy on butter was terminated 
October 31, 1945, and the Cheddar 
cheese subsidy of 3 and % cents per 
pound is scheduled for termination 
January 31, 1946. The only remain- 
ing dairy subsidy, in addition to the 
direct producer payments, is the sub- 
sidy on fluid milk in about a dozen 
large urban markets. 

“Present indications are that the 
demand for dairy products at prices 
which would reflect returns to pro- 
ducers well above parity would ab- 
sorb the goal of 120.8 million pounds 
of milk for 1946. With a high na- 
tional income and an expanding pop- 
ulation, protective foods such as 
dairy products will continue in heavy 
demand.”’ 

At the outset I wish to state that 
we are not advocating the pricing of 
milk on a hundredweight basis at 
this time. The material I will give 
you is merely presented in order that 
you may have placed before you cer- 
tain basic information relative to this 
method of pricing milk for your 
study and consideration. 

The present method of pricing 
milk in California does not give full 
consideration to the values of solids- 
not-fat and tends to bring about dis- 
crimination between producers of 
different tests of milk. The major 
portion of the milk purchased in the 
United States is purchased upon a 
hundredweight basis. This has been 
a long established practice in the 
dairy states of the midwest and east. 
The Federal Government adopted 
the hundredweight basis as a method 
ol paying subsidies. However, in the 
subsidy payments no consideration 
has been given to the ranges in fat 
tests and ranges in values of the sol- 
ids-not-fat contained in the milk. 
Should all milk be paid upon such 
an arrangement, it would undoubted- 
ly cause a transition in the dairy in- 
dustry from high test milk to low 
test milk. Records of the State De- 
partment of Agriculture’ indicate 
that such a trend is now under way 
in California. Whether or not this 
was brought about by subsidy pay- 
ments or as a result of wartime ef- 
fort to produce more milk is a mat- 
ter for conjecture. 


The dairy distribution and pro- 
cessing industry considers milk as 
two component parts, namely, milk- 
fat and solids-not-fat. The California 
Farm Bureau Federation requested 
me last November to present to its 
dairy department a method of pric. 
ing milk which would give consider- 
ation to these two component fae- 
tors. E. G. Misner, Professor of 
Farm Management at Cornell Uni- 
versity, in an article published Jan. 
4 of this year in The Holstein-Frie- 
sian World, in commenting upon this 
method of pricing which I had out- 
lined at that meeting said: 

“The California. Bureau of Milk 
Control has recently presented for 
discussion among California pro- 
ducers and handlers a method of 
pricing fluid milk on a_hundred- 
weight basis, based on the com- 
mercial value of fat and solids-not- 
fat. To illustrate the magnitude of: 
the sum of money involved in this 
question of pricing on solids rather 
than on fat alone, attention is called 
to the fact that the new method 
would pay $3.67 a hundred pounds 
for 3.5 test milk as compared to 
$3.50 when fat is $1.00 a pound on 
a direct ratio. This difference of 17¢ 
a hundred pounds, even if computed 
on 7,000 pounds of milk per cow per 
annum, amounts to about $12 per 
cow, or the tidy sum of 3 million dol- 
lars for the one-half of the estimated 
500,000 cows in California from 
which fluid milk is delivered to 
handlers and which center in butter- 
fat test around 3.5%.” 


It is apparent from Professor Mis- 
ner’s remarks that this presents a 
problem of considerable magnitude 
to the dairy industry of this State 
and should be given careful analysis 
and consideration, particularly with 
the higher ultilization of the energy 
and commercial values of solids-not- 
fat present under modern methods of 
processing. Professor Misner’s re- 
marks, however, should not be con- 
strued to mean that producers would 
receive 3 million dollars more an- 
nually for their milk in excess of 
present returns being paid by dis- 
tributors and _ processors handling 
their milk. He does mean, however, 
assuming that his conclusions are 
correct, that that amount of money 
would be allocated on the basis of the 
value of solids-not-fat and milkfat 
contained in the milk in lieu of the 
present method of pricing milk on a 
straight milkfat basis. 

Unfortunately, the problem has 
been discussed from a_ breed line 
point of view. Producers of high 
test milk is of a superior quality, 
emphasizing the cream line and color 
in a bottle of milk. They contend 
further that high test herds have 
done a great deal toward dairy herd 
improvement and improvement of 
breed lines within the dairy indus- 
try. On the other hand, dieticians 
and scientists tell us that children 
and calves do better on milk of a 
moderate test. If consumers demand 
a premium milk of high test fat,

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Wisconsin's 55th Annual Meeting

Wisconsin’s 55th annual meeting, 
the largest in fifteen years or more, 
will go down in the records as one 
of the most successful in the history 
of the Association. Nearly 1,000 
people jammed Richland Center’s 
municipal auditorium for the open- 
ing session, -February 25. Pres. 
Harry C. Dix, Menomonie, who pre- 
sided over the two-day session in- 
troduced Harley A. Martin, Lone 
Rock, president of the Richland 
County Holstein Association, who 
welcomed the breeders representing 
all sections of Wisconsin. 

The first speaker of the afternoon 


was Dr. W. E. Petersen, professor 
of dairy husbandry, University of 
Minnesota, who spoke on the science 
of milk production. Dr. Petersen 
outlined the phases of lactation, 
namely, the growth of the udder, 


the complex process of making milk 
in the developed udder, and third, 
getting milk out of the udder. He 
explained how a synthetic estrogen 
hormone-like substance injected in 
sterile heifers will in most cases 
develop large udders and levels of 
milk production will be reached 
artificially comparable to that fol- 
lowing a normal calving. ‘“‘Feed is 
not the only source of flavors in 
milk,” said Dr. Petersen. Barn, 
silage and other strong odors in- 
haled by the cow can find their way 
to the milk. 

Dr. 
rules 


Petersen enumerated a few 
for dairymen to follow for 
correct milking procedures. Milk- 
can be done in less time, an in- 
crease in production will result, and 
mastitis trouble will be lowered. 
His instructions are: (1) Avoid ex- 
citement of the cows, either before 
or during milking. (2) About one 
minute before milking begins stim- 
ulate let-down of milk by washing 
teats and udder with water about 
125 degrees F. (3) In hand milk- 
ing, the full hand grasp of the teat 
should be used. In machine milking 


operate the milker according to 
the manufacturer’s recommenda- 
tions. (4) In hand milking cows 


should be milked as rapidly as pos- 
sible. With machine milking, begin 
stripping (preferably with the ma- 
chine) as soon as the teat cups have 
crawled upward. (5) Remove the 
machine when milk ceases to flow. 
Dr. Petersen stressed the importance 
of milking cows dry at each milking 
and explain why cows dry up. ‘“In- 
jury and lowered resistance are 
prime causes of mastitis and the 
solution of this problem is one of 
prevention and good herd manage- 
ment,’ said Dr. Petersen. 


: Dr. C. F. Huffman, research pro- 
fessor of dairying, Michigan State 
College, gave interesting highlights 


on dairy cattle feeding, He pointed 
out that unless dairymen harvested 
their hay before the advanced or 
flowering stage most of its nutritive 
values were lost. He explained how 


a cobalt deficiency is prevalent in cer- 
tain sections which causes the animal 
to stop growing and be rough in ap- 
pearance. Under these conditions co- 
bal should be included in the feeding 
ration. “‘A great many things must 
still be learned regarding feeding 
cattle as there is a question as to how 
much food is assimilated and used 
by the body,” said Huffman. 


Back to his native county, Rich- 
land, Glen Householder, director of 
extension of the National Holstein 
Association, gave the convention 
goers an enthusiastic talk on the 
merits of the Holstein cow. He urged 
breeders to concentrate on higher 
producing animals, culling out the 
below average instead of going in 
for large numbers. He pointed out 
that Carnation Madcap Fayne pro- 
duced 41,932 lbs. of milk in a year 
which is 24 times her own body 
weight and an average of 115 Ibs. 
daily and was still milking 74 lbs. 
a day at the end of the 365 day test. 


About 500 people attended the an- 
nual banquet on Monday evening at 
the Richland Center High School 
gymnasium. After a delicious dinner, 
R. C. Swanson. farm safety man from 
the University of Wisconsin acted as 
toastmaster and introduced Arthur 
H. Lauterbach, general manager of 
Pure Milk Association, Chicago, who 
gave a challenging message on what 
lies in the future of the dairy farm- 
er. Politics rather than economics— 
high wages and consumer subsidies 
for catching votes—will rule farm 
markets for some time,” said Lauter- 
bach. His implication was that ‘‘as 
long as organized labor and manu- 
facturers are going to ‘get theirs’ in 
high wages and increased prices, it 
is up to the farmers to climb right on 
the band wagon for higher prices.’’ 

Lauterbach went on to say. “This 
administration doesn’t care a hoot 
for agriculture. It knows it is not go- 
ing to win the farm vote. With an 
election coming up and the president 
wanting to hold control of congress, 
it is certain every effort will be made 
to appease labor with higher wages 
and consumers with continued subsi- 
dies on foods—low food prices. 
That’s their only hope to win. Suc- 
cessful in this congressional election, 
the administration will frame similar 
policies seeking to win in 1948. So 
we farmers are in for an era of poor 
economics but political expediences. 

“We would rather level off and re- 
move the hidden cost on foods, the 
subsidies which represent about a 
third of the dairy income. But as 
long as it is going to cost farmers $50 
more for binders and tractors and 
other manufactured costs to keep 
pace with wages, we are not going to 
be left behind.”’ 

An old friend of Wisconsin Hol- 
stein breeders, Milton H. Button, di- 
rector of the State Department of 
Agriculture and former secretary of 
the State Holstein Association, said, 
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“The history of the Holstein breed is 
one of progress—we’ve had our ups 
and downs but add it up and the 
curve is upwards.”’ “Milt’”’ is also 
one of the former Richland County 
boys. 


Harvey A. Nelson, Union Grove, 
chairman of the county contest com- 
mittee, presented the trophies to the 
two counties winning the 1945 
County Extension Contest sponsored 
by the State Association. Walworth 
County was winner of the Jerry 
Riordan Memorial trophy and C. J. 
Rieck, Elkhorn, president of the 
county association, was on hand to 
receive the trophy and the cash 
award of $20.50. The Fred Pabst 
trophy was won by Fond du _ Lae 
County and their president, Sam C. 
Stanchfield, accepted the trophy and 
their check for $19.00 in behalf of 
his association. These trophies are 
given to the two top county associa- 
tions of the two groups divided ac- 
cording to membership. Awards are 
made _ for 


membership, herd im- 
provement, junior activities, show- 
ing, and publicity. Other county 


asociations winning cash awards in 
the larger membership group in ad- 
dition to Walworth County in order 


of their winnings were: Barron,

Milk Subsidies to Continue 

The United States Department of Agriculture an- 
nounced on Feb. 25 that the Dairy Production Payment 
Program, previously announced through «March 1946, will 
be continued through June 30. The rates for the April- 
June period will be at the same as those for the correspond- 
ing period last year. 

This action means that the 1946 April payment rates 
for milk will range from 60 cents to 90 cents per hundred- 
weight, depending on the area, and for butterfat in all 
areas, will be 17 cents per pound. 

For May and June, payments will be 25 cents to 55 
cents per hundredweight of milk, and 10 cents per pound 
of butterfat. Lower payments during May and June are 
made in accordance with the accepted practice of deceased 
producer payments during the flush season of milk pro- 
duction. . 

Payments will be subject to termination or revision 
in the event of any general increases in price ceilings for 
milk and its products. On Janyary 29th, Stabilization 
Administrator announced that the general level of returns 
to milk producers would be maintained during 1946 at 
the 1945 level, either by subsidy payment or by increases 
in price ceilings should the subsidy be eliminated. At the 
same time it was pointed out that it is the Government’s 
policy to avoid price increases, where possible, by making 
the termination of subsidies subject to general stabilizatiog 
of the cost of living.—(News release from Production and 
Marketing Administration) 

Previous to this announcement President Truman 
had called for continuance of all food subsidies with 
price controls for another year through action by Con- 
gress extending the present control law which expires 
June 30. 

The producer marketing organizations through 
their own national organization strongly oppose contin- 
uance of subsidy payments on the broad ground that 
they leave the dairyman at the mercy of the political 
whims of Washington. They would like to see the sub- 
sidies replaced by adequate prices (so long as price con- 
trol is maintained) to give dairymen the increased re- 
turns they must have if they stay in business. 

It seems to us that the catch in this program is 
that with wholesale milk prices in most large cities 
already regulated by market orders controlled and ad- 
ministered by government, producers would be just 
about as much at the mercy of the government under 
straight market order operation without subsidies as 
they would be under a continuance of the present com- 
bined market order and subsidy program. They would 
still have to battle for a proper price to replace the 
subsidy payments. 

We predict that having had a taste of government 
help in paying their grocery bills the time will never 
come when consumers will willingly be deprived of it. 
We agree it doesn’t leave milk producers in an ideal 
situation, but for that matter, when have they ever 
been? 

In the years ahead, with high costs of operation 
certain, there will be greater. accent than ever before 
on the efficient production. Our breeders of purebred 
dairy cattle will be challenged by an increasingly im- 
portant responsibility in supplying the seed for general 
improvement of America’s dairy herd. 


Disease Control Policy 


A bill has been introduced in the New York State 
Legislature appropriating $2,000,000. ‘‘for eradication 
of mastitis from dairy cattle’. It is proposed to set up 
a program of state testing, with indemnities of not more 
than 90 per cent of the appraised value up to $150 on 
purebred registered cows or up to $90. on others, plus 
salvage value of the carcass to be paid for animals con- 
demned and slaughtered for mastitis infection. 

While the seriousness of the mastitis problem is 
well recognized. we have much doubt about the wisdom 
of paying slaughter indemnities in any bovine disease 
unless there is a reasonable chance that such removal 
will result in eventual control or eradication of the 
disease. 
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Such a program has been outstandingly successfy] 
in bringing bovine tuberculosis under complete control, 
It has pretty largely failed to do so in connection with 
Bang’s diesease. We fear that would also be the 
experience in a mastitis program. 

The final solution to the mastitis problem is good 
herd management and correct milking practices. We 
would much prefer to see New York State make this 
appropriation, or whatever amount can be effectively 
used, to promote a sound educational program on mas- 
titis prevention, elimination and control. We think it 
would in the end be of much greater benefit to dairymen 
and the public interest. 


Maverick Indictment 


We do not make it a practice to comment editor- 
ially on critical letters submitted for the Round Table 
department. The letter from Jim Maverick of Texas, 
in this issue, however, is so severely critical of many 
accepted Holstein practices that we feel impelled to state 
our own position. 

First, as to Mr. Maverick’s criticism of the use of 
feminine names for bulls, there are many who believe 
that cows like Queen Bessie and Spring Brook Bess 
Burke have as much right to found a Bessie or a Begs 
Burke family of both males and females as did Johanna, 
Mercedes and other famous matrons of the past, who 
were given females names which became highly honored 
and were later worn with no little pride by their male as 
well as female descendants. In the human race, the 
sports world has given us Babe Ruth, who so far as we 
can learn never misled anybody into believing he was a 
little girl, at least after he got his growth; and in the 
business world, a gentleman named Eugene Grace, 
whose surname is one of the most feminine of all fem- 
inine names, seems to have done quite well for himself 
and his company. 

Taking up Mr. 
order: 


1—Sire Indexes. We agree with Mr. Maverick’s 
remarks. Sire Indexes attempt to express too much in 
a single figure. They are convenient, we admit, but 
also may be highly misleading. They were high-pres- 
sured into the Holstein record system in the first place. 
The method used in computing them was a compro- 
mise, and everybody has his own method of figuring 
them. We would like to see them discontinued. The 
U. S. D. A. method of presentation of dam-daughter 
comparisons is far superior. 

2—We challenge Mr. Maverick to name one sire 
that has four 1000 lb. daughters who is not a great sire 
and who has, as he assumes in his hypothetical case, a 
very low average for all his tested daughters. Such 
records don’t just happen. 

3—Just what Mr. Maverick wants here is not clear. 


Would he have 4X and 3X milking records disbarred 
and discontinued, or would he have the Association 
scale them all down to 305-day 2X equivalent (as the 
Prentice organization does)? Converting mass records 
to a uniform basis may be of value in certain studies. 
On the basis of individual records, it too frequently 
gets fantastic results. Does any breeder who has milked 
good cows care to assert that every cow that makes 583 
Ibs. fat in 305 days, 2X would respond to more favorable 
conditions and 4X milking by making a 1000-lb record 
in 365 days? Incidentally, breeders who make records 
of 583 lbs. fat in 305 days, 2X, can be very proud of 
the performance. There are not too many of them 
being reported that meet the AR calving requirements 
and other rules. 


4—-_No argument here, but no one should object to 
finding good body conformation in their pedigrees. 

5—There is some ‘“‘bunk” in trying to apply “aver- 

conversion factors to individual performances.

According to another widely publicized method of breed- 
ing, the record of the sire’s dam has no significance 
whatever, so long as the sire himself has proper proof 
of performance. Being an ‘index sire’’ in the hypotheti- 
eal instance, there must be adequate proof. 

Mr. Maverick is also a breeder of registered Jer- 
seys, and he seems quite sold on the superiority of their 
system of presenting information. We notice in scan- 
ning the Jersey Bulletin advertising that when out- 
standing individual records are available, they are 
stated. Average sire records are more likely to be given 
as averages and “mature equivalents”. They are now 
apparently trying to get onto a basis of using 2X 305- 
day mature equivalents for averages. It may or may 
not be significant that the breeds most interested in 
this system are those who have less production to 
“equalize’. Also minimum “Star’’ designations are 
given on the basis of such scant proof as the perform- 
anca of a single ancestor in the second generation. We 
don’t quarrel with that—its better than nothing. We 
mention it only to indicate our thought that Mr. Maver- 
ick has overdrawn this picture to suit his argument. 


The Cover 


The first Gold Medal Sire under the new rules is 
Sir Bess Ormsby May 2d 760643 (V.G.) who appears on 
our front cover this time. At their December meeting, 
the National Board of Directors adopted new regula- 
tions, setting up new high standards by which a sire 
might, upon application of his owner and the payment 
of the required fee, become designated as a Silver Medal 
Type Sire, a Silver Medal Production Sire or both. Upon 
winning both Silver Medal awards, he automatically 
joins the ranks of Gold Medal Proven Sires. 

Sir Bess Ormsby May 2d was the first sire to be 
announced as Silver Medal Type, his 22 classified daugh- 
ters showing a score of just over 84. Of the 22 daugh- 
ters, 13 were Very Good, 5 Good Plus, 4 Good and none 
in the two lower classifications. He was the second sire 
to be designated as Silver Medal Production, with 15 
of his 17 tested daughters exceeding Silver Medal re- 
quirements (50% above AR requirements) 


Bred and developed at Osborndale, Derby, Conn., 
Sir Bess Ormsby May 2d is an inbred son of the Osborn- 
dale foundation sire, Sir Bess Ormsby May. His dam, 
Osborndale Olive May, was one of the greatest of the 
Sir Bess daughters and from Mrs. Kellogg’s favorite 
Olive family. As a junior two-year-old on 3X, Osborn- 
dale Olive May made a record of 83.9 lbs. fat with 3.9% 
test, a record that ranked second in class when made 
and which even now, almost a dozen years later, ranks 
third in class. She came back as a senior four-year-old 
on 2X with 862.1 lbs. fat, 4%, a record that still ranks 
second in class. 

Incidentally, Sir Bess Ormsby May 2d is the second 
son of Osborndale Olive May to become a Gold Medal 
Sire, the first being Osborndale Chieftain Inka Ormsby 
706753 (V.G.), proven at Pennsylvania State College. 
Chieftain was the 50th Gold Medal Sire of the breed 
and Sir Bess 2d now becomes the 54th. No other cow 
of the breed except Spring Brook Bess Burke 2d and 
her daughter, Bess Johanna Ormsby, has as yet produced 
more than one son that is a Gold Medal Sire. 








Lashbrook-Norem 


Willard D. Lashbrook and LeNore Norem 
married February 9 at East Grove, Ia. Bill is the oldest 
son of Mr. and Mrs. A. J. Lashbrook of Northfield, 
Minn. and is widely known in the Holstein industry. 
His bride, a graduate nurse, has been on the staff of a 
Northfield City Hospital since April, 1944. Bill is a 
graduate of the University of Minnesota including a 
leave of absence for work in the Borden Dairy World of 
Tomorrow exhibit in 1939 and since 1942 he has been in 
charge cf the herd at the home farm.

“4. His maternal grandsire is the great show bull 
Ormsby Pontiac Bessie, twice All-American 
winner. 

“5. His 5 nearest tested dams have records which 
average 900 pounds fat, 24,000 lbs. milk in 
365 days.” 

This all sounds wonderful, doesn’t it? The adver- 
tiser is one of our “‘biggest’’ Holstein breeders and also 
one of our biggest advertisers and this must be a won- 
derful chance to buy a real herd-header. Better wire 
in your order at once! But wait, let’s see if there could 
be any bunk in this pedigree. 

Even the name of the animal is misleading. Sup- 
posed to be a bull, and yet he has a feminine name. 
Seems like the breed association should have corrected 
this item at least. Then: 

1. “His sire is the highest index sire of the breed.” 
Now this Sire Index is an estimate of the sire’s 
ability based on the theory that a cow will trans- 
mit to her offspring the same ability she herself 
has for milk and butter production. Any reput- 
able breeder of dairy cattle with some years of 
experience will tell you that this theory is not 
sound, and it can easily be proven unsound by 
checking the tested daughters of any sire. You 
will find that quite often his highest producing 
daughters are from low producing dams, while 
his lowest producing daughters are from high 
producing dams. Being based on an unsound 
theory, the Sire Index is not only unsound but 
misleading. The worst thing about this Sire In- 
dex is that it is promoted by the Holstein-Fries- 
ian Association itself!

production of all his daughters. If you have the 
time and energy to write to the Holstein-Fries- 
ian Association, you may find that the average 
of. all the daughters of this bull is very low and 
yet he is Being promoted as a great sire of pro- 
duction because a few daughters made good rec- 
ords. 

3. “His dam has record of 1000 lbs. fat.’’ Sounds 
big, doesn’t it? None of your cows ever made a 
thousand pounds of fat in a year and surely this 
cow’s son should increase production in your 
herd;—Oh Yeah? This cow was milked 365 
days while your cows have to be dry part of the 
year so they can bring you a calf. You can’t 
afford to do for your cows all the things this 
cow had done for her, and one of these items 
is 4-times-a-day milking. Did you ever stop to 
figure out what a 1000 lb. Class A fat record 
would mean on the basis of twice-a-day milking 
for 305 days? One thousand pounds of fat, 
Class A, 365 days, is equal to 583 lbs. fat under 
normal twice-a-day milking for a normal lacta- 
tion of ten months. (And this does not take 
into account the long rest periods, the fitting 
and the expensive feeds this Class A cow got 
in order to make a big record and sell her calf 
at a big price.) 

4. “‘srandsire is twice All American winner.’’ Gee! 
this is wonderful! Surely this bull calf will bring 
good type into my herd and will correct those 
sagging udders—Well, not exactly. It happens 
that this great show bull was All-American 
Junior Bull Calf one year and All-American 
Junior Yearling the following year. It just 
happens that he comes from a family with poor 
udders and’ so this show ring record means 
absolutely nothing to you. 


‘five nearest tested dams averaged 900 lbs. fat in 
365 days.’ Well, I find that all of these cows 
were on 4-times-a-day milking. If milked twice- 
a-day (like your cows), they were capable, with 
excellent feed and care, of making records that 
would average 525 lbs. fat in normal lactation 
period. Now it happens that the sire’s dam has 
no record at all and she is the second most 
important female in the pedigree. She was a 
low producer and was never put on test for that 
reason. So what? 

Nearly everything in this pedigree is a fallacy, and 
the party I hold responsible for these fallacies is not 
so much the big breeder, who is a good salesman and 
wants to sell his wares, but the Holstein-Friesian Associ- 
ation of America which makes these figures possible. 

In the pedigree given above nothing is said about 
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or 


the average production of the daughters of different 
sires involved. Nothing is said about the classification 
rating of any of the animals themselves or of the aver- 
age classification rating of their offspring. These are 
the things that would really mean something in the 
pedigree but, strange to say, they are entirely missing. 
The pedigree may be, and probably is, full of poor type 
udders but the poor sucker of a buyer who sends his 
$500. to $1000. across the United States for this bull 
doesn’t find it out until about four years later when his 
bull’s daughters come in milk. The big breeder that 
sold him this calf does not have his cattle classified! 
He has found it to his advantage not to classify but to 
show a few animals each year and to sell his bulls on the 
basis that they are related to show ring winners. 

While the Holstein-Friesian Association of America 
has stood idly by, here is what one of the other breed 
associations has done: The American Jersey Cattle Club 
has worked out and put into effect a “Star Bull’ pedigree 
based on the real merit of the young bull’s ancestors. 
All production records are based on twice-a-day-milking 
for 305 days. If the sire or one of the grandsires has 
10 or more tested daughters, the average production of 
all his daughters is given. If one of these sires has 10 
or more classified daughters, the average score of all of 
these daughters is stated. The dam’s record is stated in 
sensible terms and her classification rating is stated. 
If she or either of the granddams has 3 or more tested 
daughters, the average production of all daughters is 
stated. 


The strange thing about this Jersey pedigree is that, 
if this calf is being advertised by a “‘big’’ breeder or a 
prominent breeder, you will find every animal has been 
classified and the sires all have classified daughters— 
Why? Because the higher the classification the more 
credits toward ‘“Stars,’’ and the more Stars the more 
money the bult calf will bring. The small breeder may 
classify and test his cattle and Star his bull calves if he 
wants to, but the big breeder is forced to do so or quit. 

I wish to state that I am not criticizing the paid 
employees of the Holstein-Friesian Association of Amer- 
ica. They have, as far as I know, been faithful and 
efficient and have carried a big load during the war 
years. 


The fact is I do not know exactly whom to blame 
for these unsound pedigrees, but I feel that the officers 
and directors of the Association, being breeders them- 
selves, should be vitally interested in correcting the 
defect and in promoting a sound pedigree which would 
indicate in uniform and understandable terms the real 
inheritance of the young bull offered for sale.

A QUESTION OF ARTIFICIAL 
BREEDING FEES 


A subscriber writes us for informa- 
tion about the policy of artificial 
breeding associations on the follow- 
ing question—a member of such an 
association pays the fee on a cow, 
breeds her once artificially and then 
sells her to another member of the 
same breeding group. The cow proves 
to be not with calf from the first 
service and the question is raised as 
to whether the breeding of this cow 
should be continued in the herd of 
the purchaser without requiring 
another fee. 

It would seem to us that it would 
not be unreasonable to expect the 
original fee to follow the cow par- 
ticularly as in this instance the work 
would be handled by the same insem- 
inator. 


We do not imagine the question 
arises very frequently, but we are 
wondering what may be the practice 
of artificial breeding associations 
generally in such cases. Perhaps a 
little discussion of it would be of 
general interest.

VETERAN BREEDER DISPERSING 

Peter Hoy, the oldest breeder of 
Purebred Holsteins in the state of 
Illinois, today at the age of 84, has 
decided to discontinue his lifetime 
business of breeding better hol- 
Steins, and will disperse his herd at 
his farm at Lombard, Illinois, on 
April 2, 1946. 

Mr. Hoy’s herd has ranked high in 
the county testing association for 
the many years of its existence. Be- 
ing a firm believer in knowing what 
his cows were doing, he still has in 
his possession testing reports made 
by the University of Illinois in the 
years 1907, 1908, and 1909. He has 
made purebred Holsteins pay, as his 
cattle have been sought throughout 
his years of breeding. 





Many hardships have crossed his 
path since leaving Denmark, as he 
lost all his belongings while enroute 
to this country. Beginning farming 
with two cows on Harlem Avenue in 
Oak Park, Illinois, the fast develop- 
ing community soon forced him to 
move, as an injunction forbid him 
to have cattle in the town. Moving 
to Lombard, Illinois, he has contin- 
ued his dairy business in that vicin- 
ity ever since. Results of T. B. test- 
ing cleaned out his herd at that 
time, but he realized it was a for- 
ward step for pure bred breeders, so 
built up another herd. From here 
he went on to build up a retail milk 


business which he continued for 
many years, selling his route only 
recently. Fire destroyed his dairy

The Riverside Herd was founded over 
half a century ago by the late Judge Fec 
Oo. U. Kellogg, who helped to write 
some of the most interesting history of — HIS DAM — 
the breed, both as a breeder at River- 
side Farms, and as an officer and direc- 
tor of the National Association.

The annual meeting of the Illin- 
ois Holstein-Friesian Association 
was held at the Community House, 
St. Charles, Ill. on Feb. 19, 1946, 
President Leslie H. Geddes presid- 
ing.

At the afternoon meeting, 


the report of E. M. Clark, National 
Fieldman, was given and the reports 


of the Resolutions Committee were 
read. A. H. Lauterbach, Manager 
of Pure Milk Association, gave an 


interesting talk on “Future of Milk 
Industry”’. The report of the nom- 
inating committee was then given 
and fourteen directors elected. 

Dairymen must have at least an- 
Other 40c per hundred pounds for 
milk if production is to come any 
where near 1946 goals set by the 
sovernment, Arthur H.* Lauterbach, 
Manager of Pure Milk Association, 
Chicago, told the meeting. 


Lauterbach, just returned from a 
conference in Washington, reported 
that Pure Milk Association will join 
with other milk marketing co-oper- 
atives and with general farm organi- 
zations to get more nearly adequate 
milk prices for producers—first, 
through raising of OPA ceilings, sec- 
ondly, by revision of the parity 
formula for dairy products. The 40c 
per cwt. needed to maintain milk 
production is over and above present 
prices plus government subsidies, he 
said. 

As evidence of the immediate ef- 
fect upon farmers of the govern- 
ment’s national price-wage policy 
just announced, Lauterbach said 
that the first matter of business 
upon his return from Washington 
was a union request for a meeting 
to discuss wage increases for dairy 
employees. 

“This is only the first of the in- 
creasing costs that will fall upon 
milk producers,’”’ he said. ‘“‘Agricul- 
ture generally has not been insistent 
on high prices; farmers are conserv- 
ative; -they fear inflation. But re- 
turns must increase if farmers are to 
maintain production goals. There 
has been a 3% deadline in cow num- 
bers; there is going to be 30% less 
mill feed because of the wheat 
shortage; the farm help situation, 
more critical now than any time dur- 
ing the war, will worsen now that 
the go-ahead for higher wages has 
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been given organized labor. Food 
did help to win the war and it can 
help to write the peace. Farmers 
must be paid a fair price if we ex- 
pect them to maintain production.’’ 
An increase of 40c per hundred 
pounds in the producer price for 
milk will mean, said Lauterbach, an 
increase of at least le per quart in 
consumer prices, and equivalent in- 
creases for other dairy products. 


A banquet was held at 7:00 P. 
M. at the Hotel Baker, with Leslie 
H. Geddes acting as toastmaster. 


Addresses were given by Glen M. 
Householder, Director of Extension 
Service, the Holstein-Friesian As- 
sociation of America, Brattleboro, 
Vermont, and by Dr. Fiedler of the 


Dept. of Agriculture of the State 
of Illinois, Springfield, Ill. About

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Buying Milk

then it would appear consistent that 
a premium should be paid both to 


producers and distributors selling 
that type of milk. However, when 
high test milk is purchased and util- 
ized upon a commercial basis, the 
question, in my opinion, becomes 
solely one of the economic value of 
all of the constituents in milk in- 
stead of a question of breed promo- 
tion. 

In many markets of this State dis- 
tributors are using the milk of low 
test producers as a vehicle to carry 
the fat of high test producers to the 
consuming public without providing 
compensation for the added value of 
the skim. At the present time skim 
milk has a commercial value of from 


10 to 16c per gallon, dependent upon 
the various market demands, and in- 
cidentally very little skim is avail- 
able for commercial sale. Fluid milk 
distributors sell their milk to the 
consuming public on a volume basis 
subject to the various minimum fat 
requirements of State and local laws 
and regulations. They do not, how- 
ever, use that method in paying pro- 
ducers. 

When milk is purchased on a fat 
basis, it is either assumed or implied 
that the solids-not-fat in milk are 
proportional to the fat regardless of 
the test of milk. This is an apparent 
incorrect assumption. A study made 
by M. S. Jacobson, reported in The 
Journal of Dairy Science in 1936, in- 
dicates that for each 1/10 of 1% 
change in fat in milk there is an in-

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creasing change of 4/100 of 1% in 
solids-not-fat. This appears to be an 
average relationship. 

As an example, milk testing 3% 
fat contains 8.27% solids-not-tat 
while milk testing 5% contains 9.0% 
solids-not-fat. In other words, jn 
100 pounds of milk testing 3% 
there are 2.75 pounds of solids-not. 
fat to each one pound of milkfat 
while in 100 pounds of milk testing 
5%, there are 1.82 pounds of solids. 
not-fat to each one pound of milkfat 
which definitely indicates that the 
ratio of solids-not-fat in different 
tests of milk does not remain ¢on- 
stant. 

In arriving at a pricing formula on 
a hundredweight basis, this relation. 
ship in the various tests of milk 
should be given consideration in or- 
der that producers of high test milk 
will recover the full commercia] 
the total solids in their milk over the 
relationship of the solids-not-fat in 
value from the higher relationship ot 
low test milk. 


The following pricing formula 
gives weight to the commercial value 
of both component parts of milk and 
is developed in the following manner. 


It is necessary to begin with an 
assumed base price. Accordingly, we 
have used a base of $1.00 per pound 
milkfat for milk testing 4%, which 
likewise would produce a price of 
$4.00 per hundredweight for 4% 
milk, and using a butter price of 
47%c per pounds and affixing the 
value of the skim to the spray pro- 
cessed skim milk powder market, 
the current price of which I believe 
is 15%6c per pound, and deducting an 
allowance of 4c per pound for manu- 
facturing costs for both butter and 
the powder.

Bigger premium lists with larger 
prizes, conversion of grounds and 
puildings into year around public 
use, a vast new construction pro- 
gram, improved judging standards 
and listing of qualified judges. 

Such projects were disclosed at the 
first annual College of Fairs, held at 
San Luis Obispo, California, from 
Feb. 11 to Feb. 14 under sponsor-

American Horse Show Association, 
New York; Ed Vollmann, president 
of the Western Fairs Association, 
and many others conducted courses 
in efficient fair management. 

Suggestions for improved manage- 
ment included use of fair grounds 
and buildings the year around for 
livestock auctions, garden studies, 
agricultural demonstrations, disease 
control clinics and other public pur- 
poses; Compilation of lists of ap- 
proved judges; bettering of judging 
conditions; simpler accounting prac- 
tices and many other items.

her these are the best heifers we’ve 
seen as yet and we've just got to keep 
them. 

November 7, 1944. We have com- 
pleted our third test year with an 
average of 9780 lbs. of milk, 376.3 
lbs. of fat and a 3.85% test, in an 
average of 287 days per cow. This 
is for 24 head of Holsteins alone 
and the important thing to us is that 
of these 24, ten tested 4% or better, 
17 tested 3.8% or better and only 
3 animals in the herd are as low 
as the national average of all Hol- 
stein cows. With those three elim- 
inated from the herd, we could have 
our 4% Holstein average! And then 
it would be good-bye to the remain- 
ing six Jerseys, which would make 
Harvey happy.

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FEED SITUATION DISCUSSED BY 
COOPERATIVES 


Washington, D. C., February 15—- 
Distribution of feed grain supplies 
must be immediately adjusted to re- 
place the wheat diverted from poul- 
try and animal feeds to fulfill the na- 
tional pledge to supply wheat for re- 
lief purposes, declared a resolution 
unanimously adopted today by repre- 
sentatives of farmer cooperatives at 
the closing session of a two-day 
meeting called by the National Coun- 
cil of Farmer Cooperatives. 


A resolution also called on the 
Government to make an immediate 
decision on national price policies 
to and beyond June 30, 1946. It was 
urged that the relationship of price 
ceilings be adjusted and maintained 


so as to provide incentive for bal- 
anced usage of feed ingredients in 
the production of livestock and poul- 
try. 

It was suggested that the most ef- 
fective way to encourage the move- 
ment of grain would be for the Gov- 
ernment to provide grain loans to 
farmers and give them certificates 
entitling them to 90 per cent of par- 
ity, as guaranteed under the Steagall 
amendment, or the market price at 
the time the farmer may elect to sell. 

The two-day meeting was presided 
over by Quentin Reynolds, West 
Springfield, Mass., president of the 
National Council of Farmer Cooper- 
atives. Government officials from 
the Department of Agriculture, OPA, 
and the ODT appeared before the 
group. An official from the American

The official text of the resolutions 
adopted follow: 

“Our objective is to restore ‘the 
conditions in the feed grain and feeg 
by-product markets which will jp. 
duce these materials to flow equi- 
tably and maintain production of liye. 
stock and poultry products in the 
various sections of the country to the 
extent that total supplies will permit. 
Under our pre-war economy such 
adjustments were naturally main- 
tained. 

“To attain this object, we recom- 
mend: 

“1. That farmers possessing feed 
grains and oilseed crops must 
know at once the national price 
policy to and beyond June 30. 

“2. That distribution of feed grain 
supplies must be immediately ad- 
justed to replace the wheat di- 
verted from poultry and animal 
feeds to fulfill the national 
pledge to supply wheat to the 
hungry peovle of the world. 

“3. That in order to encourage the 
movement of grain from the 
farms, prompt study should be 
given to the effectiveness of a 
plan providing that farmers may 
loan their grain to the govern- 
ment and receive certificates en- 
titling them to 90 per cent of 
parity or the market price — 
whichever is higher — at such 
time as they may elect, during 
the period of support price com- 
mitments. 

“4. That the relationship of price 
ceilings be so adjusted and main- 
tained as to provide incentive 
for a balanced usage of feed in- 
gredients in the production of 
livestock, poultry, and industrial 
products. 

5. That in any regulation affecting 
the use of wheat for feed, special 
recognition should be given to 
those areas where wheat has 
been regularly the basic feed 
grain. 

“6. Because a great part of our lack 
of feed grain supplies in de- 
ficient areas is due to inadequate 
transportation, immediate relief 
in the bottleneck is imperative. 

7. That any program affecting pro- 
duction of 1946 feed crops, es- 
pecially oilseeds, be determined 
and announced immediately. 

“8. Distribution of protein supplies 
must be immediately adjusted in 
order that deficit areas will re- 
ceive a fair share of the total as 
determined by their historical 
use.”

production without regard to their 
relationship to the cows with which 
they were mated; in fact, an at- 
tempt has been made to select unre- 
lated sires for us in the Holstein herd 
at Beltsville. 

The information in table 1 shows 
there has been a rather uniform ten- 
dency toward higher levels of pro- 
duction by the cows in each addi- 
tional proved-sire generation. These 
records also show that, contrary to a 
theory held by some breeders, it is 
not necessary to use sires from the 
same family or strain as their mates 
in order to obtain good results. 


Sons of Proved Sires Raise Pro- 
duction in Farm Herds 


As a part of its experimental 
breeding work with proved sires at 
Beltsville and at its several field sta- 
tions, the Bureau of Dairy Industry 
loans its young unproved bulls to 
farmers and other cooperators who 
agree to keep production records on 
the daughters of the bulls. The 
young bulls, which are sons of the 
proved sires in the experimental 
herds, are thus ‘“‘proved’”’ in outside 
herds and this proof affords a means 
of measuring the progress being 
made toward ‘fixing’ an inheritance 
for high levels of production in the 
experimental herds. 

Seventeen young unproved Jersey 
bulls bred at the Jeanerette, La., 
field station that have been loaned 
and used in farm herds in the vicin- 
ity of that station now have 297 
daughters with butterfat production 
records that on the average are 32 
pounds higher than the records of 
the 297 dams. Thirteen, or 77 per- 
cent, of these bulls sired daughters 
that on the average were better than 
the dams. 

Twenty-five young unproved Hol- 
stein bulls bred at the Woodward, 
Okla., station that were proved in 
cooperator’s herds increased the pro- 
duction of their 282 daughters by an 
verage of 45 pounds of butterfat, 
compared with the production of the 
dams. Twenty-four of these bulls, 
or 96 percent, sired daughters that 
were better on the average than the 
dams. 


When outstanding bulls are thus 
discovered they are loaned for serv- 
ice in artificial breeding organiza- 
tions and in cooperative bull associa- 
tions. where their superior breeding 
inheritance can be widely dissemi- 
nated. One proved Holstein bull was 
loaned to the New York State Breed- 
ers’ Cooperative in 1941 and in the 
following 3-year period ‘‘artificially 
sired’? some 3,000 calves. Of the 
123 Beltsville-bred sires now on loan 
for service, 26 are in artificial breed- 
ing organizations, 38 in cooperative 
bull associations, 45 in privately 
owned herds, and 14 in State institu- 
tion herds.

In comparing the two systems, the 
production records of outbred fe- 
males were compared with the rec- 
ords of linebred females bred from 
the same foundation stock, the out- 
bred females being the progeny of 
sires unrelated to the dams. The 
linebred females were obtained by 
mating a sire to cows that were re- 
lated to him. Usually the relation- 
ship was that of nephew to aunt. 

To date 141 outbred females, the 
daughters of the 6 proved sires that 
have been in service in the Belts- 
ville herd, have made production 
records under the environmental 
conditions prescribed for all inherit- 
ance studies in the Bureau’s herds. 
Their average production (calculated 
to a mature basis) was 19,739 Ibs. 
of milk and 740 lbs. of butterfat per 
cow. The 45 linebred females avail- 
able for comparison, which were 
sired by 3 different sires that were 
related to the dams, had an average 
production (mature basis) of 19,652 
pounds of milk and 734 pounds of 
butterfat. 

The average production of the two 
groups is remarkably close and if 
such close agreement is maintained 
when larger numbers of animals are 
represented, it will indicate that the 
two systems are equally effective. 


Method of Selecting Calves on Basis 
Of Mammary Gland Development 
Undergoing Further Tests 


In the annual report of the Bureau 
for 1944 it was pointed out that a 
preliminary analysis of data obtained 
in the Beltsville herd indicated that 
the degree of advancement of mam- 
mary gland development in the calf 
at 3 to 5 months of age was indica- 
tive of potential producing capacity. 
Cows that received the upper grades 
of 7, 8, and 9 for mammary-gland 
development as calves have produced 
some 2,500 to 4,000 pounds more 
milk (mature equivalent basis) dur- 
ing their first lactation period than 
those that received the below-aver- 
age grades of 1, 2, or 3 at the same 
age. The report stressed the need 
for giving the system a thorough 
test in other herds. 


During the recent weeks more 
than 700 requests have been received 
—mostly from farmers and breeders 
—asking for information with re- 
gard to the possibility of testing the 
method in their herds. These re- 
quests have come from more than 30 
States. Arrangements have been 
made for conducting demonstrations 
in some of the States. In a number 
of cases representatives of State and 
other organizations have come to 
Beltsville for demonstrations. Re- 
cently the managers of two large 
breeding establishments have _ re- 
quested, and have been given, dem- 
onstrations with calves in their own 
herds; and they are making plans to 
keep records of evaluation grades 
for all heifers in these herds as they 
reach the age of 4 months. Data of 
this kind, if systematically and ac- 
curately kept, will provide the means 
of testing the reliability of the 
method. The present indications are 
that these tests will be extended to 
other herds in various States. 


High Rate of Grain Feeding 
Lactation Increases Total rh

Two balanced groups of cows at 
each station were fed ag follows: 
Cows in group 1 received alfalfa hay 
and silage at will and were fed grain 
at the rate of 1 pound for each § 
pounds of milk produced throughout 
the 300-day lactation period. Cows 
in group 2 were fed the same except 
that they were fed grain at the rate 
of 1 pound to each 3 pounds of milk 
produced during the first 100 days 
of the lactation period, 1 pound of 
grain for each 6 pounds of milk dur. 
ing the second 100 days, and no 
grain during the last 100 days, 
Cows were pastured while on the 
experiment at the Mandan station 
but not at the other stations. ' 


Twenty-two cows have each com- 
pleted a 300-day lactation period on 
this experiment. Group 2 cows, 
which were fed grain at different 
rates in different parts of the lacta- 
tion period, produced an average of 
478 pounds of butterfat, compared 
with 432 pounds for the cows that 
were fed grain at a uniform rate 
throughout the lactation period. This 
increase of 10 percent came largely 
during the first 100 days. The group 
2 cows produced 45 percent of their 
total production during the first 100 
days, compared with 43 percent for 
the cows in group 1. The produc- 
tion of the two groups was at about 
the same rate for the second 100- 
day period, but for the third 100-day 
period the cows in group 2 produced 
at the rate of 22 percent of their 
total production as compared with 
25 percent for the cows in group 1. 


Orchard Grass and Ladino Clover 
Make Good Pasture 


The carrying capacity of pastures 
for dairy cattle in the Southern 
States is low, perhaps largely be 
cause of improper management and 
lack of fertility. In an effort to find 
the best combination of grasses and 
clovers and the best management 
practices for the region in which the 
Lewisburg, Tenn., field station is lo- 
cated, 12 experimental pasture plots 
were seeded to various combinations 
of grasses and clovers. Most seedings 
were made on prepared seedbeds, but 
on some plots the seed was sown on 
the sod. Lime and manure were also 
used on some of the plots. 

One plot seeded to orchard grass 
and Ladino clover, and limed and 
manured, furnished grazing at the 
rate of 166 cow-days per acre. In 
addition to the grazing, the cows 
consumed a simple grain mixture at 
the rate of 964 pounds per acre. Af- 
ter $24 was deducted for the cost 
of the grain and $5 for the cost of 
mowing weeds and for lime and 
manure, the net value of the milk 
produced was $142 per acre. 
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Included in the series were two 
plots of bluegrass sod which re- 
ceived no fertilizer treatment. One 
plot was mowed twice each season 
to control the weeds; the other plot 
was not mowed. Both plots were 
grazed by milking cows. The plot 
that was mowed gave a net return 
of $56 per acre in terms of milk pro- 
duced, which was $10 more than the 
return from the plot that was not 
mowed. The cost of mowing 
amounted to $1.74 per acre. Hence 
a return of $10 was received for an 
expenditure of $1.74, which was al- 
most 6 to 1. Mowing controlled the 
weeds and brush that the cattle did 
not graze and increased the growth 
and spread of desirable grasses. 


Valuable Fertilizing Materials Lost 
in Dairy-Barn Drains 


Since urine in manure is a valu- 
able source of nitrogen and potas- 
sium, an experiment was conducted 
at the Woodward, Okla., field sta- 
tion to determine the amount of 
urine lost from the manure gutter of 
a dairy barn when the cows are 
stabled most of the year. The gutter 
drains were sealed and an attempt 
was made to keep enough straw in 
the gutter to absorb all of the urine 
from 10 cows over a 5-day period. 
Later the drains were opened, and 
the urine that escaped was weighed. 


The results of the experiment 
showed that the averge loss down the 
drains or by failure to be absorbed 
in the gutter was 18 percent of the 
amount voided. It was also deter- 
mined that a 1,000-lb. cow would 
void 9,214 pounds of urine yearly, 
containing 92 pounds of nitrogen and 
92 pounds of potash which would be 
worth $16.56 at current prices for 
these elements in mixed fertilizer. 
On the basis of these figures, the an- 
nual loss would be about $3 for each 
1,000-lb. cow that is stabled the en- 
tire year. 


These heavy losses could be 
avoided by providing a tight tank or 
cistern into which the liquid manure 
could be drained and later applied to 
crop land. Another method would 
be to keep the cows in loafing barns 
or pen barns, where fresh bedding is 
added daily and the accumulated 
manure is packed tightly by tramp- 
ing of the cattle. With both of these 
methods the losses would be reduced 
to a minimum. 


Small Thyroid Glands Found in 
Low-Producing Cows 

Early in 1944 two low-producing 
Guernsey cows from a family of high 
producers at the Sandhill Station, 
Columbia, S. C., were shipped to

The seven cows were Slaughtereq 
and the ante-mortem and post: 
mortem data were compared With 
averages for 217 Jersey cows that 
had been studied previously, Bod 
measurements showed that the re 
were approximately the same as the 
average in scale, although body 
depths, widths, and circumferences 
were about 6 percent below. Un- 
doubtedly failure to eat normally 
during and after shipment accounted 
for some of these below-average body 
measurements, 


Some of their organs and glands 
differed markedly from the 217-cow 
average. The brain weight was above 
average. Several were between 80 
and 85 percent of the average and 
some were lower. 


The pituary bodies were 84 per. 
cent of the average and assays indi- 
cated that there was no prolactin 
deficiency that could account for the 
cows’ low production. 


The outstanding departure from 
the average was in the size of thyroid 
and pancreas. The size of these 
glands was low for all cows, averag- 
ing only 55 and 57 percent, respec- 
tively, of the 217-cow average 
weight. Further attention will be 
directed toward learning the causes 
of the small thyroid glands found in 
these two groups of cows.

Fourteen herds were rewarded 
with average scores of 80 or more. 
Roy Finster, Eldora, Ia. (one of the 
former owners of Posch Ormsby 
Fobes 11) had five from his herd 
done this time over and they all 
rated Very Good, to give him the top 
average of 87.5. CC. M. Fountain, 
Iowa City, Ia., made an average score 
of 85.8 on six head, which consisted 
of four Very Good and two Good 
Plus. Alec Sundal, Baltic, S. Dak., 
previously mentioned with two Ex- 
cellents made an average rating of 
84.4 on fourteen head which included 
also five Very Good and seven Good 
Plus. This same fine average of 84.4 
was recorded by progressive breeder 
Ernest M. Wright, Waterloo, Ia., 
president of the Iowa State Associa- 
tion. His ten, comprising six Very 
Good and four Good Plus. Other 
herds classified that had a half dozen 
or more cows rated Very Good were 
South Dakota State Penitentiary 
Farm, Sioux Falls, S. Dak., with ten:

Several applications for herd class- 
ification were received too late to 
be included in the fall program. Ap- 
tlications must be received in the 
Brattleboro office 30 days before the 
inspections start, to be included in 
the schedule. A group classification 
is planned in Minnesota and South 
Dakota, May 20 to 25th, and an Iowa 
program is being organized now for 
June 10 to 15th.
